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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's amendment raises new issues and requires further consideration and/or search. For example, 
Applicants have amended claim 15 to recite the phrase "and wherein the cell cycle regulator activated." This phrase is incomplete, and 
indefinite, and would raise a rejection under 35 USC 1 12, 2nd . It is possible that Applicants intened the phrase to recite "and wherein the 
cell cycle regulator <is> activated." Additionally, claim 1 has been amended to recite a broad limitation followed by a narrower limitation, 
specifically "at least 2 fold," and "2 fold." A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls within the broad 
range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of 
the patent protection desired. See MPEP § 21 73.05(c). Furthermore, in light of Applicant's amendment and arguments, particularly in 
resposne to the rejection of claims 8, 23, and 70, a new grounds of rejection under 35 USC 112, 2nd would potentially be raised. For 
example, Applicants traversed on the grounds that the limitations in claim 8 limit the scope of claim 1 . However, it is clear that the entire 
list of cells cited in claim 8 do not find antecedent basis within the scope of claim 1 . For example, neuronal cells, macrophage, neutrophil, 
keratinocyte, hair follicle papilla, skeletal muscle cell, osteoblast, and chondrocytes, are not a part of lung and gastrointestinal tissues.
